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Other Obſervations to foreknow the ſkate 
of the year, 
T is common among the countrey people to judge of 
the following W inter by the quarter wherein the 
Wind ſhall be on Hallowmas diy. Bur that which 
is rather to be obſerved is the next day : for the 
ſecond day of November to the Arabian Aſtrologers 
was (as we read in Origanus) a Critical day from whe nce 
they could know ſomething in gereral concerning the 
diſpoſition of the air, For1t Jupiter, Venus, and Mercur 
were then Occidenta1,or Rerrograde,they judged nl 
rain to be 1a that year. They alto had an eye to Saturn 
and Mars, viz. Whether of them were the fironger ; as 
alſo whit ſoctety they had with the other Planets chi: fly 
with Mercury ,that fo they might judge the better of the 
following charges of the air. Which Rule it ic were well 
obſerved, might be as beneficialto us as it was to them, 

It is uſu) on the 1 0 of November for the Germans to 
feaſt themſelves with Geeſe, and as Olaus magnus report- 
eth, the Northern people ute by the breaſt b« nz thereof 
to Prognoſticate of the tollow.ng Winter. For if the 
breaſt- bone of the Goole be fair and clear when the fleſh 
iseaten off, the W.nter is1;ke to be cold an 1 gud, full of 
hoard ffoſts. Bur if it be thick and dark, thin is the 
Winter like to be full of ſnow, rain and fleet, and yer 
warmenough, Bur that this ſhould be a token of ſuch a 
Prognoſtick, Origanus doubteth, 

Again ,ſome take a further knowledge of the State ard 
quality of the year. after this manner. Firſt (. ſay they ) 
1n the end of Harveſt cut open two or three. Oak: apples, 
looking whether there be1n them either Flics, Worms, 
or Spiders, The Worms or Magots ſfignifie dearth or 
ſcarcity tofollow, The Flies ( ſay they ) lignifie ſome 
Battle to enſue that year. Or if in the ſaid Apples be 
Spiders, or any thing like them, they foreſhe w Plague 
or Peſtilence. From Which and the like C3lamities, Good 
Lord deliver us. lh y 
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They who think this ( of chefe apples) to be but an 
idle and ſuperſtitious obſervation, conſider not that the 
things bred in chem proceed from the conſtitutioa 
of the air ; which ( whether wholeſom or unwhole. 
ſom ) appeareth more {ubtilly in ſuch things as theſe, 
than tothe ſcace of man it ether doth or can. And if 
the air be corrupted, putrefaion 2boundeth, things 
growing are blaſted, the humour's al:ere4, blood cor- 
rupted, and diſexſes £quivajent 'p; oduced, as alſo the 
mind of man inclined ro ſuch and ſuch att:ons as 2gree 
thereunro. 

Some allo ſay, fo many mifts in March, ſo many 
hoar-frofts afcer Eaſter : and thir 21 the Yelpertine ri- 
ficg of Arfurus the Swallows come, 

Origanus notcth, that the eight of June ( being dies 
Mederdi) is hc! to be a Critical day by reaſon of the 
doubtful conſtzu:ion of the ai”, which the ſtars of the 
nature of Venus and Mercuy then make : infomuch 
that if it be a rainy day, it foretellech a wer and rainy 
harveſt or hay time : if fair,the contrary « Which ob- 
ſervation ( ſaith he ) zlchough it doth not always hold, 
yet doth it ſeldom altogether fail. 

The Cameauthour alſo (ith, thit the ſecond of July 
( when the firſt tar in the girdle of Orion riſeth” with 
the Sun inthe 19 degree of Cancer) is likewiſe'a Cri- 
tical day, infomuch chat if it rajn on the firſt or ſecond 
of July, it often times doth ( mor? or leſs ) for four 
weeks together. | 

The ſame authour ſaith again, that if che 24 of 
Auguſt be fair and dear, then do the Husbar.dmen 
hope for a good and proſperous Autumn to ſucceed that 
year, 

The firſt of September is 2!ſo (ail ro he Critical 
for firlt, ( but the rule doth not always hold ) if it ruin 
not on this day, the reft of Autuinn 1s Ike to be dry.
